- Mr H. N. Lay writes as follows to 
the newspapers:—It is a pity that a 
goad cause should be murred by inaccu- 
racy as to tets. * Statementy have, been 
advanced of Iate, witltmore or less of 
precision, ‘to the effect that. the legalisa- 
tion of. the opium tride was wrung from 
Chinese fears. At the recent meeting 
in Birmingham Lord Elgin is credited, 
in sv many words, with having “ extort- 
ed” at Tieatsin the legalisativa of the 
article in question. ‘There is no truth 
whatever in the allegation ; and I do, 
not think, in tniruess to Lord Elgin’s 
memory, or in justice to all concerned, 
that 1° ought ‘to observe silence any 
longer. Jointly with Sir Thomas Wade, 
out ,preseot Minister in China, I was 
Chinese Secretary to Lord -Elgin's 
special missivn, All the negociations at, 
Tientsin passed through me. Not one 
word upon either side was. ever said 
about opium from first to last. ‘Lhe re- 
vision of the tariff and the.adjustment of 
all questions atfecting our trude was de- 
signedly left for after deliberation and 
arrangement, and it was agreed that for 
that purpose the Chinese High Commis- 
sioners should meet Lord Ulgin at 
Shanghai in the fullowing winter. ‘The 
‘Treaty of Tientsin was signed on the 
86th Junc, 1898; the first was with- 
drawa,.and Lord Elgin turned the in- 
terval’to account by visiting Japan, and 
corittuding & treaty there.
